Senators Homer E. Capehart and 
William E. Jenner from Indiana 
voted for retarding the Gore bill 
by recommitting it to the Public 
Works Committee. However, the 
Senate passed the Gore bill over­ 
whelmingly and it has gone to the 
House, where the President has 
more strength, in this particular 
piece of legislation.

Indiana’s State Highway depart­ 
ment, admittedly by both parties, 
has been a dumping ground, as far 
as non technical help is concerned, 
for political faithful.

state highways out of politics is at 
white heat. The highway has over 
3,000 employes and is the biggest 
bastion of political patronage in 
state government today.

QUITE A POINT 
Addressing a national convention of flour 
millers R. I. Throckmorton, dean emeritus of 
K ansas State College and consultant to the 
K ansas Wheat Improvement Association, re­ 
gretted the decline of the personal relation­ 
ship between the farm er and the miller. Once 
they were quite close. Now mills are mostly 
apart from wheat areas and there is little 
association between producer and processor. 
Throckmorton cites the difference between 
miller meetings, rarely attended by farm ers, 
and the comradeship that has been main­ 
tained between the livestock man and the 
meat processor. 
Millers are usually up to 
their ears in farm problems but, unlike the 
meat man, the discussion stage with indiv­ 
idual tillers is neglected. Could this be one 
reason why wheat declines and meat gains as 
consumer item s? 
However that may be, these are times 
when producer, processor and distributor 
have problems which overlap. Solutions will 
be expedited by mutual discussion and under­ 
standing. The friendly approach of acquaint­ 
anceship fosters that cooperation which has 
made America great and which the nation 
will surrender in anv field at heavy cost. 


THE WAY OF DEBT 
On July I the state of K ansas will become 
debt free by paying off the last installment 
of a debt incurred 32 years ago. In 1923 the 
Kansas legislature, pursuant to a favorable 
referendum vote of the people, voted soldier 
bonus bonds to veterans of W’orld War I. 
The bond issue was for $31.6 million, on 
which interest charges have been nearly $22 
million— more than two-thirds of the princi­ 
pal. During the span of the debt sons and 
grandsons of the veterans helped to pay off 
principal and interest. 
Most states paid a soldier's bonus in the 
early 1920s. GI benefits paid by the federal 
government were meager, in comparison 
with those of World War II which embrace 
many fields and amount to thousands of dol­ 
lars if the veteran takes advantage of all of 
them. 
Few states paid bonuses after World War 
II. The probability that military personnel 
will be involved alike in future wars makes 
the bonus outmoded. 
The federal government, with its debt of 
$277 billion — which forces the nation to 
adopt policies it would not otherwise con­ 
sider — is a horrible example to states which 
are tempted to go into debt.

WASHINGTON UU — The Democrats are mousy 
quiet for a political party only 17 months away from 
the 1956 presidential election. If they have found one 
stirring issue to use against the Republicans next 
year, they haven’t disclosed it. 
Yet at this same time in 1951 the Republicans were 
clouting the Democrats with two issues which re­ 
mained major through the next 17 months up to elec­ 
tion day in 1952: the Korean War and alleged Com­ 
munists in government. 
There is no war now. The Democrats can’t accuse 
the Republicans of not trying to get Reds out of gov­ 
ernment. Long ago President Eisenhower predicted 
his Republicans would w’ork so hard on this problem 
it would not be an issue in 1956 He seems to have 
been right. 
With few exceptions, congressional Democrats, the 
real party spokesman when they have no chief in the 
White House, have been extremely placid. This might 
be interpreted as meaning the Democrats think they 
have a cinch in 1956. They probably think nothing of 
the kind. 
If Eisenhower runs again, the Democrats’ chances 
of losing look as good as in 1952 His popularity re­ 
mains astonishingly high after almost 28 months in 
the White House. 
The Democrats, instead of trying to manufacture 
issues day by day, have given him extraordinary co­ 
operation, particularly in foreign affairs. The ques­ 
tion has been asked: How long will this go on? The 
Democrats may change their attitude. They haven’t 
shown much sign of it yet. 
They have bucked Eisenhower from time to time: 
on lowering taxes, boosting postal workers’ pay, on 
restoring inflexible price supports, on roadbuilding. 
The Democrats could have ripped into the admin­ 
istration for its confusing handling of the antipolio 
vaccine. Most didn't. Criticism on that delicate sub­ 
ject might have boomeranged. 
The one thing they have harped on, in one way or 
another, is that they have saved Eisenhower from 
his own Republicans. These factors, more than any 
others, are probably responsible for the Democrats’ 
strange quietness so late in the political season: 
1. Eisenhower’s personal popularity. They know 
that if they find something to hit him with, it had 
better be big, real and earnest. Petty attacks on him 
will look petty and may have a reverse effect. 
2. The two parties’ programs are not basically far 
apart anyway, And, since this is a time of great pros­ 
perity, the Democrats will have a time pointing up 
any great differences unless they can find issues of 
deep and stirring interest. Those issues have not ap­ 
peared. 
3. The Democrats, except for their party label, 
lack a central rallying point. Adlai Stevenson, re­ 
garded by some as the party chief can hardly lay full 
claim to the title. He has said too little to provide 
leadership or direction. 
gave the Republicans a sense of direction and differ­ 
ence from the Democrats, even though his party de­ 
serted him at election. 
acknowledged Republican leader in Congress. 
The Democrats in Congress have no comparable 
figure now.

system with the objective of put­ 
ting it on an economical and effi­ 
cient basis, like any private busi­ 
ness is run. 


Gov. George N. Craig firmly ap­ 
proved 
the

tions in the face of strong opposi- 
tino. Leaders of both political part­ 
ies have told this writer in the past 
that it would wreck the two party 
system in Indiana to take the state 
highway out of politics. There are 
those who deny this, pointing to 
the operation 
of the 
bi-partisan 
state police, and board of accounts. 


Ned Godwin, state highway com ­ 
mission chairman, 
has been re­ 
placed. However, 
Godwin 
should 
not be blamed for the state high­ 
way mess, and his physician man­ 
dated him to take less strenuous 
work, to avoid a reoccurence of a 
heart attack. He will likely be ab­ 
sorbed by the Indiana Toll Road 
setup. Craig has been beating the 
bushes nationally in support of the 
President’s big highway building 
proposal. 


Crisis Facing State 
In Regard To Roads 


We have never in Indiana, to 
date, failed to take up the federal 
dollars allocated to Indiana from 
the federal government collecting 
gas tax of two cents a gallon in 


the state. The handwriting is on 


the wall, however, and unless the 


1957 state legislature acts in a big 
way, Indiana will not absorb mil­ 
lions of matching dollars of the 
federal government for roads. We 
are still struggling to try to take 
up the $13,600,000 of federal dol­ 
lars allocated Indiana for roads by 
the federal government in 1952. We 
haven’t even touched the matching 
of $21 million of federal road dol­ 
lars allocated Indiana in 1954. In­ 
diana's share of federal road dol­ 
lars for 1955 and 1956 is $20,967,000 
for each of the two years, although 
this may be changed by the Gore 
bill into vastly larger allocations to 
this state. 


Of the $18 billion for the nation 
under the Gore bill that passed the 
Senate with a thumping m ajority, 
Indiana’s share of federal dollars 
for roads would be vastly stepped 
up. 


For instance, Indiana’s share for 
the year 1957 alone would be $45,- 
528.000, more than double that for 
any previous year in the matching 
of federal dollars for road building. 


The Gore bill proposes to spend 
in that year by the federal govern­ 
ment $400 million on p r i m a r y 
roads, $300 million on secondary. 
$200 million urban roads and the 
whacking total of one billion dol­ 
lars on interstate roads. U. S. 40 
across Indiana is a good example 


of an 
interstate 
road. 
Indiana’s 
share would increase each of the 
succeeding years under the Gore 
bill.

LAFAYETTE, (Spl.) — Aldrin 
heptachlor, dieldrin, and chlordane 
are among new insecticides show­ 
ing good resu lts against sev eral 
pests that hav e been difficu lt to 
control in the past, say s George 
E. Gou ld, research entomologist, 
Pu rdu e Univ ersity . Su ch insects as 
wireworms, seed - corn maggots, 
and corn-seed beetles are control­ 
led by broadcasting and disking the 
insecticide into the soil. 
Damage to com by these pests 
is common throu ghou t Indiana and 
if an infestation of wireworms is 
known to ex ist, treatment wou ld be 
. ju stified as a prev entiv e. Treat­ 
ment wou ld also be adv isable when 
com is to be planted on land that

In training a child to eat proper­ 
ly , the mother mu st serv e meals 
regu larly , prov ide pleasant su r­ 
rou ndings, and mu st enlist the co­ 
operation of the family in creating 
a pleasant conv ersation and in set­ 
ting a good ex ample. 
A child wants to eat what the 
rest of the family eats. If the mo­ 
ther has only a-cu p of coffee and 
a piece of toast, it may not be 
long before the child will wish to 
imitate her. She then finds it diffi- 


can 
like 
healthfu l foods, the mother 
ev entu ally train the child to 
the healthfu l foods. 
What the family talks abou t du r­ 
ing the meal can radically help or 
hinder the training process. Emo­ 
tional topics shou ld be av oided at 
all costs — argu ments, u npleasant 
su bjects (pay ing bills, etc.). 
Also — and this is v ery impor­ 
tant — parents shou ld not continu e 
to coax or nag the child throu gh­ 
ou t the meal. If the mother serv es 
only healthfu l foods and takes care 
not to appear ov er anx iou s, many 
of the child’s eating problems will 
correct themselv es.

Two other methods of treatment, 
fertilizer - insecticide band applica­ 
tion and seed treatment, will giv e 
reasonably good control, according 
to Gou ld. The same nsecticides 
I can be combined with fertilizer and 
banded along the row' at planting 
time. This band will kill most soil 
insects feeding on the roots, bu t 
wou ld hav e to be repeated ev ery j 
y ear. Lindane and dieldrin powder 
can be u sed as a seed treatmnt 
and will protect germinating seed.

Seed treatment method is cheap, 
bu t cannot prov ide complete pro­ 
tection of wireworm popu lation is I 
high.
